Contrarie tothis , is Lying, 
Cogging, Gloſling, Smooth- 
ng, difſembling; as for exam- 
ple, Gehazi, after he hadrecei- 
ued money and garmentes of 
Naaman the Syrian againſt E- 
lI:ſhacs will, he wemt and ſtoode 
before his maſter , whe ſaid , ;-:, 
vnto him, Whence commeſt 
thou,Gehazi ? who making it 
nothing to lie for a vantage, 
ſmoothed it ouer finely, &ſaid, 
Thy ſcruant went no whuther. T 0 
the like effet and purpoſe, 
report is made of a rich man 
that had two cheſts : the one 
whereof hee calleth all the 
worlde,the other hee calleth his 
frienae . In the firſt hee put- 
teth nothing:in the ſecond hee 
puttcth all his ſubſtance. When
